Terrorism’ 
charge for 
schoolboy

A SCHOOLBOY has appeared in 
court charged with terrorism 
offences. 

The 16-year-old boy, from south 
Northamptonshire, faces allega¬ 
tions that he had in his 
possession books such as The 
Terrorist Handbook, The 
Anarchist’s Cookbook and CIA 
Explosives for Sabotage Manual. 

It is also alleged he had sulphur 
powder and potassium nitrate, 
both explosive substances. 

The boy, who was arrested in 
February, appeared at 
Westminster Magistrates’ Court 
yesterday also charged with an 
offence of having indecent 
images of children. 

The West Midlands Counter 


Terrorism Unit charged the 
teenager, who has been held 
under the Mental Health Act 
since his initial arrest, yesterday. 

The unit was working alongside 
Northamptonshire Police. He 
was charged with having ‘infor¬ 
mation of a kind likely to be 
useful to a person committing or 
preparing an act of terrorism’. 

He is alleged to have been in 
possession of 20 pieces of 
information. 

They included: The Black Book 
Companion - state of the art 
improvised munitions, 

Handbook of Chemical and 
Biological Warfare Agents, Home 
Explosives Workshop, Homemade 
C4 a recipe for survival and 
Homemade Semtex. 

It is also claimed he had 
Improved Landmines - their 


employment and destructive 
capabilities, Improvised 
Munitions Black Book, 
Improvised Radio Detonation 
Techniques, Improvised weapons 
of the American Underground, 
Incendiaries - Advanced 
Improvised Explosives and 
Kitchen Improvised Fertilizer 
Explosives. All items are contrary 
to the Terrorism Act. 

It is also alleged he had a book 
containing a drawing of an 
improvised explosive device. 

An order restricting the identifi¬ 
cation of the boy was made at the 
court. He will next appear at 
Westminster Magistrates’ Court 
on Wednesday, January 23, 2013. 

He was granted conditional bail 
and will continue to be detained 
at a mental health unit in 
Birmingham.

Empty homes tax rise 
to plug £1.9m blackhole 


THERE are almost 300 
homes laying empty 
across Northampton. 

Northampton Borough 
Council (NBC) is looking 
to charge owners of 
those left unoccupied 
for more than two years 
a council tax rate of 150 
per cent. 

It is part of the plans 
to review council tax 
discounts and exemp¬ 
tions. 

Empty and unfur¬ 
nished properties will 
be charged the full 
amount of council tax. 

Cllr David Mackintosh, 
leader of the council, 
said: “We want to 
encourage people to let 
properties and to make 
them available. 

“We don’t want them 
standing empty in 
town.” 

NBC needs to save 
£1.9 million in the next 
financial year. 

In plans for next year’s 
budget, which will be 
announced next week, 
NBC is looking at get¬ 
ting rid of 20 posts at 
the council and trans¬ 
ferring 200 people 
across to the Local 
Governemt Shared 
Services scheme - 
which is a joint opera¬ 


tion between NBC, the 
county council and 
Cambridgeshire. This 
venture would save 
£415,000. 

A restructure of coun¬ 
cil departments will 
save the council 
£478,000. There will 
also be a review into the 
free parking offered to 
NBC staff. 

After consulting with 
parishes across the bor¬ 
ough, there are plans to 
switch off 14 of the 504 
CCTV cameras. 

Cllr Mackintosh said 
these would ones that 
‘no longer serve their 
original purpose’ or 
which statistically did 
not assist in the detec¬ 
tion of crime. 

Funding of £25,000 
towards the social 
enterprise Groundworks 
Northamptonshire 
project is also on the 
cards to be pulled. 

Cllr Mackintosh said: 
“This is a very challeng¬ 
ing time and our focus 
has been to ensure the 
organisation is as effi¬ 
cient as it can be while 
maintaining the skills 
and expertise we need 
to drive regeneration 
and lead the town’s 
future prosperity.”

Steve Bennett, UNISON branch 
secretary, said: “We are all wor¬ 
ried about changes that are being 
suggested to sick pay. 

“If these go ahead people will 
likely go to other counties nearby 
to work where they are likely to 
get a better deal.” 


Council planning to shed 
hundreds of jobs in 2013

UP to 300 people are at risk 
of losing their job at the 
county council as it prepares 
its budget for next year. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council chiefs announced 
this week that in 2013/14 
plans were in place to make 
150 full time equivalent 
(FTE) positions redundant. 

This is likely to impact the 
posts of 200 people. 

The authority has to make 
savings of almost £32 million 
in the next year. 

Areas facing cuts include 
the youth offending service, 
meals on wheels and librar¬ 


ies. A saving of £3.65 million 
could be made through the 
'redesign’ of Children’s Social 
Care Service. 

Council tax will be frozen 
for another year. 

There will be an emphasis 
on merging services with 
other councils, for example 
through the LGSS scheme 
and in the plans to join up 
the fire service with 
Warwickshire. 

There are also plans for the 
Trading Standards team to 
work with other councils in 
the region. 

County Council chief exec¬ 
utive Paul Blantern said: 
“About 300 people are being 
informed in the next day or 


two that they will be affect¬ 
ed. 

“From that, we have to 
make about 150 FTE posi¬ 
tions redundant and that 
means about 200 people.” 

Leader of the council, Cllr 
Jim Harker, said making job 
losses and cuts was ‘not what 
he came into local govern¬ 
ment for’. 

He added: “There are two 
themes I would continue to 
emphasise; we are here to 
protect and provide services 
for those who are vulnerable 
and those who need care and 
education. 

“Second, we believe the way 
to get out of the problem is to 
create a proseperous 


Northamptonshire where 
there are more jobs for young 
people so that those people 
in the county can have 
money to spend in the econo¬ 
my.” 

Deputy leader of the oppo¬ 
sition Cllr Chris Stanbra said: 
“It’s really, really sad that 
some people may have to lose 
their jobs. People want to see 
frontline services main¬ 
tained and I would not want 
it to affect those.” 

The council has to make 
£72 million of cuts over the 
next three years. The public 
has until February 5 to 
comment on the plans, which 
go to full council later that 
month. 


County cop boss Adam declares war on drug trade 


THE county’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC) has sounded a 
warning to drug dealers. 

Newly elected Adam Simmonds has 
vowed to fight the problem and take the 
battle to the streets in a bid to beat it 
once and for all. 

He is aiming to launch an ambitious 
programme called ‘anti-drug eradica¬ 
tion’ to clean up people’s lives and put 
the dealers behind bars. 

The idea, which is still in its very early 
stages, is part of the PCC’s budget which 
is being prepared and will be released 
for consultationnext month. 

Northamptonshire’s first PCC is 


adamant this approach will get rid of 
the drug world’s ‘Mr Big’s’ together with 
the pushers. 

Mr Simmonds also hopes the scheme 
will provide help for those who are 
addicted to drugs. 

Mr Simmonds said: “The war on drugs 
is not working and something needs to 
be done to take the fight to those people 
responsible for supplying them. 

“This will be an eradication and 
enforcement of illegal drugs. 

“I want to ensure those responsible 
will be brought before the courts. 

“We need to work with the court 
system, the probation service and the 


voluntary and community sector to 
ensure we look after those who have a 
problem so they can get a clean start. 

“This is going to be a whole 
system approach. This is about breaking 
the cycle. 

“The figures show 1,200 people go into 
treatment but in many cases after treat¬ 
ment they end up going back into a life 
of crime. 

“I want to ensure those who need 
treatment get it so they can get a better 
life.”

MP: ‘Gay 
marriage 
issue losing 
us votes’ 

AN MP has criticised the 
Prime Minister over the gay 
marriage legislation. 

Tory Brian Binley, MP for 
Northampton South, has 
written an open letter to 
David Cameron, his party 
leader, saying it has created 
‘organisational factions’ and 
‘squabbling’.

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Council was banned 
from DVLA database

ONE council was suspended 
from using the DVLA database 
for three months. 

South Northamptonshire 
Council (SNC) was barred from 
using the service - which gives 
users access to car registrations 
and driving licences. 

Big Brother Watch submitted 
Freedom of Information 
requests to every council about 
any sanctions it faced for the 
use of the service. 

SNC was suspended because 
of ‘audit issues’ in August last 
year and was reinstated in 


November that year. A spokes¬ 
woman said it had occurred 
after a wrong document was 
found. The correct information 
had been used by the council. 

Big Brother Watch said: 
“Concerns about the DVLA 
database have been voiced for 
several years, but it is remarka¬ 
ble that in just three years near¬ 
ly half the country’s councils 
have been suspended from 
looking at motorists’ informa¬ 
tion. 

“It is essential members of the 
public know why their local 
council, or any other body, has 
faced sanctions and equally the 
DVLA must do far more to 


ensure that its data is not so 
wide open to abuse. 

“The same concerns exist 
about a range of other databas¬ 
es and the public are right to be 
worried that their privacy is at 
risk across a range of 
Government services. 

“The question is whether 
these suspensions hinder staff 
trying to do their job, while the 
staff doing the unauthorised 
searches escape proper punish¬ 
ment.” 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“The issues were very minor 
and we have since been 
re-instated. 

“Everything is fine now.” 


Frosty thieves pounce to steal four ‘defrosting’ cars 


FOUR cars were stolen yester¬ 
day after drivers left the keys in 
the ignition while the vehicles 
were being defrosted. 

Police are reminding motor¬ 
ists to stay with their car if they 
are de-icing it in this way as it 
encourages ‘opportunistic’ 
thefts. 

Northamptonshire Police 
vehicle crime lead, Ali Farr, 
said: “During the cold weather, 


motorists are advised to make 
sure their car is fully defrosted 
before starting any journey. 

“However, motorists should 
never leave their vehicle unat¬ 
tended with the engine running 
to warm it up or defrost the 
windows. Most of these crimes 
are opportunistic and can be 
prevented. 

“We urge members of the 
public to allow extra time to 


safely clear their windscreens 
in the morning and it is impor¬ 
tant that motorists stay with 
their vehicles while doing so. 

“We also ask that motorists 
remove their ignition key and 
lock all doors when filling up 
with petrol or just popping into 
the shop.”

‘Take a torch’ remark 
fuels street light row

A ROW has broken out 
after a councillor said 
people who were 
worried about going 
out at night should 
‘take a torch’. 

Liberal Democrat 
Northamptonshire 
County Councillor, 
Denis Meredith, was 
offended by the com¬ 
ment from Conservative 
Cllr Gina Ogden at the 
last full council meet¬ 
ing. 

He said the elderly and 
vulnerable had been let 
down after street lights 
were turned off. 

Half of the lamps 
across Northampton¬ 
shire were switched off 


in a bid to save £100 
million over the next 
four years. 

In a discussion about 
leaves being swept, Cllr 
Ogden said when she 
goes out she uses a 
torch and others should 
‘take one and get on 
with it’ at night. 

In response to Cllr 
Meredith’s comments 
she said it was the ‘rural 
attitude’ and people 
should take responsi¬ 
bility for themselves. 

Cllr Meredith said: “I 
am appalled at how the 
Conservatives are 
behaving. 

“They plunged 
Northamptonshire into 
darkness, leaving 
vulnerable people in my 
area trapped in their 


homes. Now the 
Conservative-run 
Council have told me 
they are refusing to 
listen to any appeals at 
all. 

“Worse still, they don’t 
seem to care about the 
impact of their thought¬ 
less decision. 

“The comments from 
a senior Conservative 
councillor that people 
should ‘take a torch and 
get on with it’ were a 
disgrace. 

“Elderly and vulnera¬ 
ble people across my 
area have been let down 
and insulted. 

“The Conservatives’ 
rude and dismissive 
attitude shows how lit¬ 
tle they care about local 
people.” 


Cllr Ogden, who 
represents Weedon Bee 
and Woodford, said: 
“Well Cllr Meredith just 
wants to play politics. 

“The fact is there is a 
very big difference 
between the urban and 
rural areas. I represent 
rural people and we all 
support each other. 

“I take a torch out with 
me because there aren’t 
any lights here. 

“That’s the rural atti¬ 
tude. People have to 
take responsibility for 
themselves and their 
own lives, instead of 
relying on others.”

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Victim’s ‘flashbacks’ 
after thief robs cash

A PENSIONER was left bruised 
and suffering from flashbacks 
after he was mugged near a cash 
machine. 

Seventy-year-old William 
Newell had just withdrawn £50 
from the ATM in Wellingborough 
Road, Northampton, and put it in 
his wallet when he was assaulted 
and pulled to the floor. 

It happened at about 6am on 
Friday as Mr Newell ( pictured ) 
headed to work at St Andrew’s 
Flospital. 

He said: “I have bruising on my 
left side, on my wrist and on my 
knee. 

“I took the £50 out of the cash 
machine and put it with the other 
money (£125) in my wallet. 

“I heard a voice say ‘excuse me’ 
and suddenly I was pulled to the 
floor. 

“I hung on to my wallet but the 



man pulled it so hard he ripped it 
in half and this was the bit with 
the money. 

“I had to look for my glasses and 


then go to the nearby paper shop 
to ask them to call the police. I 
don’t feel too bad but I do keep 
getting flashbacks of the 
incident. 

“This has left me feeling a bit 
wary and I will not be using a 
cash machine in the dark. 

“I will always try to use them 
during daylight. 

“It could have been worse.” 

The robbery is the first time Mr 
Newell has been a victim of 
crime. 

The offender who attacked him 
is described as a man with a deep 
voice, about 6ft tall and of a 
skinny build. 

He was wearing a dark padded 
top, with the hood and dark scarf 
over his face. 

Witnesses, or anyone with 
information, should call 
Northamptonshire Police on 101.

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Home acts to tackle ‘dirty’ conditions 


A CARE home has been 
told to improve after it 
was found to be ‘deeply 
embedded in dirt’. 

A formal warning was 
issued to Lindsay House 
in Lindsay Avenue, 
Northampton, this month 
by the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC). 

The home looks after 
people with mental health 
conditions. 

In one area, cleanliness, 
inspectors discovered the 
carpets in the living and 
activity rooms ‘were 
deeply embedded with 
layers of dirt’. 

The bathroom was 
‘stained’ and there were 
cobwebs in bedrooms. 

One bedroom had a 
strong smell of urine and 
the kitchen floor was 


broken and was being 
held together by tape. 

Worries were also 
raised by employees 
about staffing levels and 
in some instances 
‘outings’ with residents 
had to be cancelled. 

Martin Gale, Lindsay 
House manager, said: 

“We absolutely accept 
that we have fallen short 
of the cleanliness stand¬ 
ards rightly expected of 
us and we’d like to 
apologise to our residents 
for that. We have taken 
swift action to address 
all of the issues raised. 

“All of our bathrooms 
and communal areas 
have been thoroughly 
cleaned and are currently 
being refurbished by our 
landlord, including fitting 


assistance rails where 
needed. We have also 
ensured that all of our 
cleaning records are up 
to date. 

“While concerns were 
raised over cleanliness 
and record keeping, the 
report also praised the 
care and treatment 
provided by our staff. 

“The inspectors spoke 
to all of our residents and 
noted that most said they 
were happy living at the 
home and that our staff 
were caring about their 
needs.” 

Rethink, care provider 
for Lindsay House, has 
been asked to send the 
CQC a report by Saturday 
explaining what action it 
will take to meet the 
standards. 


Two men 
killed in 
car crash 
are named 

A TWENTY-TWO- 
YEAR-OLD man 
from Northampton 
has died after a 
two-vehicle crash. 

Jevgenijs Draguns 
was pronounced 
dead at the scene as 
well as Igors Zunda, 
aged 33, from 
Lincoln. 

Both are Latvian 
nationals. 

A woman and a 
two-year-old boy, 
both seriously 
injured in the 
collision, remain in 
Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in 
Cambridge and 
Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital 
respectively but 
their injuries are 
not considered life- 
threatening. 

The crash 

occurred on the A43 
from Duddington 
towards Corby at 
about 8.20am on 
December 4. 

Two vehicles were 
involved, a car and 
a truck.

Jurijs Zunda, 42

Police should be looking for bad drivers 


I WAS stopped while driving home on 
Friday at about midnight in Towcester by 
a policewoman on foot in the road, wear¬ 
ing a reflective jacket, just after a static 
temporary police warning sign, that I 
believe was not illuminated. 

She waved me into the parking space 
in front of the courts and a policeman 
asked me if I had drunk alcohol that day. 

Instinctively, I answered truthfully that 
I had drunk two glasses of mulled wine. 
He asked how long ago that was, and I 
replied ‘about two and a half hours’. 

He then said that since I had admitted 
drinking alcohol that day, he had 
grounds for suspecting that I was driving 
while under the influence of alcohol 
and he was asking me to take a breath 
test. I passed that with a zero level of 
alcohol in the blood. 

Looking at legal advice on the web, it 
seems that the question as to whether I 
had taken alcohol that day was a trick 
question in order to give the police the 
right to administer a breath test. 

Without my answer in the affirmative, 
the law would require the police to have 
had some other justification for their 
suspicion, which clearly they could not 
have. 

I think that, had I had the benefit of 
legal advice at the point the police asked 


their question, I would have replied “I 
cannot recollect doing so”. The informa¬ 
tion card that the police handed to me is 
arguing that as a general rule one should 
not drink and then drive. 

This differs enormously from previous 
advice that our bodies eliminate one 
standard drink per hour, so that we 
should allow at least two hours wait 
before driving after one pint of beer. 

Presumably their techniques involve a 
very small amount of manpower and 
have a fairly high hit rate. I would 
prefer it if the police put one constable 
on one side of the Towcester round¬ 
about, so they can see how drivers from 
Northampton or from Oxford direction, 
depending on the time of day, take the 
roundabout. 

Then a second constable about a half- 
mile downstream of the roundabout 
could stop offending drivers whom the 
first constable had spotted. That would 
make it a lot safer, than randomly 
stopping Towcester area residents in the 
centre of the town. 

My experience is that residents drive 
well for the most part, while long¬ 
distance commuters often drive badly.

Staff to blame for Kate ‘hoax’ 

IN all the coverage of the scandal involving 
the Australian radio station’s hoax call to the 
hospital that was treating the Duchess of 
Cambridge, no one has yet properly identified 
the individuals that were primarily responsi- 
bilty for the debacle. 

Obviously, the initial perpetrators of the 
hoax have some responsibility as had the 
nurses that accepted the call without taking 
proper steps to identify the caller. 

However, the primary responsibility must lie 
with the Duchess’s own security officers and 
the hospital’s senior management. 

Firstly, as soon as the Duchess was admitted, 
her security officers should have undertaken 
an initial risk evaluation and set up a protocol 
for dealing with any calls received that related 
to her. 

They should have liaised directly with the 
hospital management to ensure any calls 
whatsoever that were received in respect of 
her admittance should be transferred to an 
individual properly briefed on how to deal 
with them. 

Secondly, even if the security officers 
concerned had not taken that obvious and 
sensible step, the hospital’s senior manage¬ 
ment should have briefed all their staff on 
what action to take in respect of any incoming 
telephone calls that were received in respect 
of the Duchess.

IF you took all the roads in 
Northamptonshire which have 
to be gritted and stretched 
them out - it would be equiva¬ 
lent to 1,128 miles which is the 
same as driving from London to 
Rome. 

This is the distance which the 
27 county gritting vehicles cover 
each and every night when they 
hit the road to keep all the routes 
open for motorists. 

It costs Northamptonshire 
County Council on average 
£32,000 to carry out one salting 
which means priority is given to 
the main routes, such as the 
A45, A43, A5 andA6. 

To enure the team of 60 
workers are up to date with all 
the weather forecasts, they get 
information from the Metro 
group which provides them 
with a morning text at 7am and 
then a 24-hour forecast at noon. 
This is followed up with an 
evening update at 7.30pm. 

As well as this there are also 
seven weather stations across 
the county which monitor the 
road temperature so they know 
when to send out the gritting 
troops. 

The main HQ for the county is 
in Brixworth where the majority 
of the 12,000 tons of salt are 
stored but there are also smaller 
depots in Rushden and 
Towcester. 

The gritters are usually out in 



the morning before the rush 
hour or after 7pm and it will 
takes them three and a half 
hours to complete each route. 

And while most of us are 
sunning ourselves on holiday in 
June and July, soaking up the 
rays, there is a dedicated team 
planning for winter and 


freezing temperatures. This is 
when they decide the gritting 
routes and put their plans in 
place for the forth¬ 
coming winter. 

The gritting vehicles do not 
stand idle even in the summer 
but are serviced to ensure they 
are ready for action and taken

out and about to keep them 
ticking over. They are also used 
in emergencies when there is a 
diesel spill to spread sand and 
soak it up and also spread it if 
the weather gets really hot and 
the road surface starts to melt. 

The county council’s traffic 
manager, David Grindley, said: 


“We never run out of salt and to 
make sure we have to factor in 
all eventualities. 

“We never allow the salt level 
to drop below 75 per cent and 
when we have used 25 per cent 
we are on the phone to order a 
top up. 

“So far this year we have been

out once in October, ten times in 
November and up to December 
6 we have been out nine times. 

“The highest number of 
gritting runs we have had was in 
2009/10 when we went out 94 
times between October and 
April and used 22,000 of salt.” 

When the weather falls below 
0c the council uses a 50/50 mix 
of salt and sand which sticks to 
the road better. 

As well as gritting 
Northamptonshire, the lorries 
do go across county borders and 
do sections of road in 
Oxfordshire or Bedfordshire. 

They find an appropriate point 
to turn around. This is also the 
case for the neighbouring 
authorities.

But at the least the premise tries to 
offer something different to fran¬ 
chise conveyor belt fodder like 
Madagascar and Ice Age, as a team of 
immortal legends - comprising of 
Santa, Easter Bunny (Hugh Jackman), 
Tooth Fairy (Isla Fisher) and 
Sandman - try to enlist the help of 
the reclusive Frost to their gang. 


That’s because the evil spirit of the 
boogeyman Pitch (Jude Law) has 
returned threatening to wipe out the 
innocence of children who believe in 
fairy tales by turning their pleasant 
dreams into permanent nightmares. 

Despite the plot playing out quite 
generically, Jack Frost’s back story 
adds a sentimental arc to proceed¬ 
ings, and the voice cast - particularly 
Jackman and Fisher - prove to be 
generally witty and engaging, with 
the voiceless Sandman actually 
offering the best comic relief. 

But this attempt at a new computer¬ 
generated franchise plays it far too 


safe - with its paint-by-numbers 
ending leaving it the wrong side of 
spectacular. 

It falls comfortably short of the 
ingenuity of Pixar’s cream, 
Despicable Me, and Dreamworks’s 
far superior previous attempt How to 
Train your Dragon. 

But for a family movie-going 
experience it still ticks most of the 
boxes to warm you up during the 
chilly festive period. 

3D adds an extra dimension.

FRIDAY’S defeat at home to Ulster 
perhaps best illustrated what a dif¬ 
ference two seasons have made for 
both them and Northampton Saints 
since that Heineken Cup quarter 
final meeting in Milton Keynes. 

On that day in May 2011, the Saints 
were 23-13 victors, en route to the 
final in Cardiff where they would 
only be denied adding to their sole 
triumph in Europe’s Premier club 
competition thanks to a fohnny 
Sexton-inspired second-half fight 
back by Leinster. 

Everything seemed in place for 
Jim Mallinder’s side to kick on and 
establish themselves as one of the 
top sides not only in England but in 
Europe. 

Yet the expected step up to the 
next level has yet to materialise. 

On the domestic front, the Saints 
are still very much in contention to 
reach the Aviva Premiership play¬ 
offs for the fourth consecutive sea¬ 
son, but with the side starting at the 
second Heineken Cup group stage 
exit in as many years there have 
been murmurings of discontent 
among the fans. 

In the wake of last week’s 25-6 
mauling by Ulster, there may well 
have been one or two envious eyes 
cast towards the Irish side as they 
stormed to a 13th victory in a row, 
picking up the try scoring bonus 
point in the process. 

Like Northampton, they were 
beaten by Leinster in the Heineken 
Cup final earlier this year, although 
their current form has seen them 
rocket to the top of the RaboDirect 
Prol2 and lead the way in Pool Four 
of the European competition. 

Whether they can continue that 
throughout the season remains to 
be seen, but Mark Anscombe’s side 
look like a team that are going plac¬ 
es. Northampton, on the other 
hand, are almost treading water. 

There are, of course, plenty of rea¬ 
sons to be optimistic and the 
minority calling for director of 
rugby Mallinder’s head would be 
wise to remember the mess the club 
was in before he arrived in 2007. 

Not that he would be completely 
immune from criticism either. 
Many frustrations stem from the 
fly-half dilemma and the stuttering 
performances from the backs this 
season. 

If, as expected, front-row duo 
Soane Tonga’uiha and Brian Mujati 
accept the big money offers from 
Racing Metro, that will free up plen¬ 
ty of space in the salary cap to 
invest in the back line. 

A proven try scoring winger to 
replace Chris Ashton would not go 
amiss, and although Ken Pisi and 
Jamie Elliott are certainly more 
than capable of becoming that, they 
are not the finished article. 

Decisions also need to be made at 
ten. Should Mallinder opt to let one, 
or even both, of Ryan Lamb or 
Stephen Myler go then a spot opens 
up there. All of the top prospects in 
England seem locked up, but given 
the current exodus from Wales, why 
not make a run at someone like 
Rhys Priestland? 


Doran Jones ready 
for Ravenhill battle

PAUL Doran Jones knows a thing or 
two about how the Irish provinces 
play from his university days - and 
the Northampton Saints prop has 
warned they cannot afford to be 
caught out by Ulster again when 
they head to Ravenhill on Saturday 
evening. 

It was while studying at Trinity 
College Dublin that Doran Jones got 
to experience the Irish style of the 
game, beginning his career with 
Lansdowne and then returning to 
play for Leinster after a spell in New 
Zealand. 

What stood out for the 27-year-old 
was the way they married physicali- 
ty with great technical ability, and 
that was very much in evidence at 
Franklin’s Gardens last Friday as 
Ulster ran out 25-6 victors to leave 
Northampton’s hopes of qualifying 
for the Heineken Cup knock-out 
stages hanging in the balance. 

“They’ve obviously developed this 
choke tackle with holding people up 
and turning it into a maul,” said 
Doran Jones. 

“That’s definitely a technique that 
goes through the Irish provinces 
and they’re very good at it. They’ve 
innovated the game there. 

“They were massively physical and 
caught us unawares, but I suppose it 
was really the territory. 

“They put the pressure on us when 
we didn’t clear our lines and good 
Heineken Cup teams will do that to 
you. We’ve got to make sure that we 
are very clean in our own half and 
exit our own half well.” 

Saturday’s return fixture in Belfast 
is a must-win for the Saints if they 
are to stand any hope of qualifying 
from Pool Four, and they can expect 
much more of the high-intensity 
attack and defence that was exhib¬ 
ited by the group leaders. 

Director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
acknowledged it was a difficult style

of play to cope and one that is rarely 
seen in the Aviva Premiership, 
although he does not think it is nec¬ 
essarily the next big evolution in 
rugby. 

“In terms of what Ulster did, it’s 
what Leinster and Ireland have been 
doing for a few years, particularly in 
terms of their tackle,” said Mallinder. 

“They get their big men around the 
ball, hold you up, look to turn it into 
a maul and then unplayable mauls 
and getting turn-overs. 

“Not many English teams do that 
and hence when you come up 
against it, you can practise for it but 
having the experience of it can catch 
you out. I think other teams may 


copy that and follow it, and some¬ 
times if you copy something you can 
find weaknesses in doing that so 
there is always flip-side to it. We 
might see that coming more into the 
English game, but we will have to 
see.” 

Ulster have won all 13 of their 
games this season in both the 
RaboDirect Prol2 and the Heineken 
Cup, although Doran Jones insists 
that Northampton must not focus 
too much on what their opponents 
will be doing. 

He is gearing himself up for a phys¬ 
ical battle in the forwards and 
believes establishing dominance in 
that area early on after struggling 


there last week will prove key to the 
Saints’ chances of victory. 

“They were one hundred miles an 
hour into everything,” said Doran 
Jones. “They stopped our maul, they 
stopped our scrum and I think that’s 
probably the starting point of our 
game. 

“We’ve got to make sure that we get 
those two platforms to launch eve¬ 
rything else off of that, and with 
them negating that it took the rest of 
our game away. 

“Tactically and technically we’ve 
got different challenges with Irish 
teams, but we’ve got good enough 
players and a good enough squad to 
deal with that.”

BEN Foden is hoping both he and 
Northampton Saints can put things 
right at Ravenhill on Saturday after 
taking to Twitter to announce his 
disappointment with last Friday’s 
25-6 Heineken Cup defeat against 
Ulster.

“We’re a better team than that and 
hopefully it won’t happen again, and 
hopefully I’ll put in a big perfor¬ 


mance to start writing those wrongs 
at the weekend.” 

Ulster are unbeaten in all 13 of 
their games this season and many 
pundits expect them to continue 
those winning ways when they take 
on Northampton at what is a notori¬ 
ously tough and hostile environ¬ 
ment for visiting teams. They are 
also eight points clear of the Saints 
in the group standings. 

Foden is happy for Northampton 
to be cast in the role of underdogs 
and he is in little doubt that they are 
capable of pulling off a surprise vic¬ 
tory. 

With key Aviva Premiership match¬ 
es against Harlequins and Saracens 
on the horizon over the Christmas 
period, a win would also provide a 


timely shot in the arm for 
Northampton’s domestic campaign. 

“To a certain degree it’s pride and 
getting things back on track,” said 
Foden. 

“We’re a very proud side that want 
to be performing and are full of 
international quality players, and on 
Friday we let ourselves down indi¬ 
vidually and as a team. 

“There is a big belief that we can go 
and test them at Ravenhill. I think a 
lot of people will write us off, but 
that’s probably a good thing because 
we’re at our most dangerous when 
teams take us for granted. 

“I think that we didn’t play well as 
a team, but Ulster did and we’ll 
bridge that gap if we perform to our 
potential.” 
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Hornby learning 
some hard lessons

LEWIS Hornby has quickly found out 
that League Two can be an unforgiv¬ 
ing, physical place for any player, let 
alone a 17-year-old taking his first 
steps in professional football. 

But although the Northampton Town 
youth team product had been forced to 
adapt his game to cope with some of 
the “dark arts” of lower league football, 
he is pleased with the progress he has 
been making. 

Hornby has been on Cobblers boss 
Aidy Boothroyd’s rader ever since he 
first took over at the club and this sea¬ 
son has been presented with the 
opportunity to show what he can do in 
the first team. 

Three games on loan at home town 
club Kettering Town last season have 
been followed by ten appearances for 
Northampton during 2012/13, but that 
has only come after he heeded 
Boothroyd’s advice on areas he needed 
to improve on during pre-season. 

“It was more positional and the ‘dirty’ 
side of the game that you have to have 
in League Two,” said Hornby 

“I look at teams like Barcelona and 
like to play like that, but you’ve got to 
adapt your game. 

“I think I’ve adapted well and I’m get¬ 
ting used to it, and it is becoming more 
natural to me now. Hopefully I can 
keep pushing on. 

“I love to be playing and the fact that 
he is putting me in there week in, week 
out just shows how far I have come 
really.” 

Hornby got some further experience 
of the rigours of life in the Football 
League’s bottom division in last 
Saturday’s 3-2 defeat at home to 
Cheltenham Town as he battled with 
Russell Penn in central midfield. 

He was eventually forced off after 
picking up a knock, but his manager 


was pleased with how he stood up to 
what was thrown at him and the pro¬ 
gress he has made since coming into 
the first team. 

“He did really well in the first 20 min¬ 
utes and then they sort of set about him 
a little bit,” said Boothroyd. 

“They smashed him a couple of times 
and that’s introduction that the players 
are going to get in League Two - any 
league, in fact - when you are a young¬ 
ster. That’s part of his development.” 

Hornby impressed enough to earn 
the man-of-the-match award in the 
defeat at Sixfields, although was only 
presented with a box of chocolates as 
he is not old enough to receive the tra¬ 
ditional champagne. 

That was taken by his father instead, 
and Hornby joked that if he wins any 
more before he turns 18 in April then 
he may never get to enjoy it anyway as 
his dad will probably finish them off 
first. 

Given his form, it seems likely that he 
will be being rewarded again for his 
performances as the season progress¬ 
es,. His aim is to keep his place in the 
team when Luke Guttridge returns 
from injury. 

Next up for Hornby and Northampton 
is the long journey to Torquay United 
on Saturday where they will look to 
return to winning ways after suffering 
three defeats in a row in all competi¬ 
tions. 

And while he is keen for the club to be 
successful, Hornby’s ultimate aim is to 
win a full-time contract with the club 
as he is still currently in the last year of 
his scholarship. 

But he is in no rush to get a deal 
signed and is happy with how things 
have been progressing so far. 

“I had a target in mind at the start of 
the season and I’m hitting that now. 
I’m just pleased all around,” said 
Hornby. 

“I’m quite good at handling pressure 
and I’m quite a calm person, so I don’t 
really feel pressure much.”

JIM Mallinder expects to be with¬ 
out Dylan Hartley for Saturday’s 
Heineken Cup clash at Ulster and 
possibly beyond after confirming 
Northampton Saints will plead 
guilty at his disciplinary hearing 
in Dublin tonight. 

The Saints and England hooker 
was cited for striking opposite 
number Rory Best with his arm 
during the second half of last 
Friday’s 25-6 defeat against the 
same opponents at Franklin’s 
Gardens. 

It was only Hartley’s second game 
back for the club after being 
abesent for a month due to a knee 
injury and director of rugby 
Mallinder now faces more time 
without his influential captain. 

“He has been cited and we will be 
pleading guilty,” said Mallinder. 
“We expect that he will be unavail¬ 
able for this weekend. 

“It’s a real disappointment. He’s 
our captain, our talisman, he has 
just come back from injury so we 
had hoped to get him a run of good 
games and it is a frustration to lose 
him. 

“But that’s life; it’s competitive in 
there, he’s coming up against an 
old adversary in Best and some¬ 
thing has happened. 

“It wasn’t a massive incident, but 
it was something and we’ve all got 
to be mindful of the Faws of the 
Game.” 

Hartley played down the serious¬ 
ness of the clash immediately after 
the match. 

“There were loads of scrums, 
wasn’t there?” he said. “I don’t 
think it was an incident.” 


Match commisioner lean-Claude 
Fegendre felt otherwise and report¬ 
ed what had happened, resulting in 
tonight’s hearing. The entry level 
ban for striking is two weeks. 

This is not the first time Hartley 
has been in trouble. He has served 
bans previously for gouging and 
biting. Mallinder admits it is diffi¬ 
cult to strike a balance with players 
in terms of aggression and foul 
play. “We speak about it and it’s 


tough playing on the edge and not 
going over it,” Mallinder said. “It’s 
something that all of the players 
have got to learn. 

“Discipline wise, it’s very tough in 
terms of players playing on the 
edge. 

“You don’t want them to be soft, 
you don’t want them to take back¬ 
wards steps, but they’ve got to play 
within the laws. 

“It’s a case of educating them, 


talking to them and making sure 
that they are aware of their respon¬ 
sibilities to the team, the club, the 
fans and everything associated 
with it.” 

Hartley’s expected absence 
means that Mikey Haywood is like¬ 
ly to take the number two shirt, 
with Ross McMillan on the replace¬ 
ments bench.
